Ha* been a moot-ease in oar town, 
Myersdak, and county for the lut three 
or tour month* Home of our hotel 
saloon tats commenced their canvass for 
tloense petitioners as early as Jan. 
1887 , and kept at lt until three weeks 
before May term of court, when their 
petitions bad to be died, and thus be- 
come public. Tbe remonstrance* or 
patulous oppoebd to saloons, must be Sl- 
ed ten days previous to (this license) 
court, giving tbe people opposed to the 
whiskey traffic only about eight days 
to get up, and (lie remonstrance*. Thus 
In tbe very itart waa given the saloon- 
lata and the friends of aaloona and 
whiskey a very unfair advantage, XJiey 
have the Jug, whilst those opposed to 
tbe traffic havetbe handle. Tbe ladies 
of our town and county, of the W. C.T. 
U ., God bless them, were equal to the 
emergency. By the grace of God and 
the efforts of our Christian people we 
are today without a licensed hotel sa- 
loon In our county, for all of which we 
feel to thank God and take fresh 
courage. 

I believe we have twenty-six appli- 
cants for saloon licenses in the county. 
Five applicants from our town, and 
puttings very low estimate on their 
sales, ten dollars a day for each saloon, 
making fifty (li'llnrH u <t it y for mil town, 
of fifteen thousand a year, of three 
hundred days ; and for the coanty two 
hundred and sixty dollars a day, or 
seventy eight thousand dollars for the 
year. This estimate may not be more 
than half what these saloon ''enter- 
tainers would have realized, but it is 
sufficient" to show the enormous 
amount of money we have been spend- 
ing, and for the benefit of these saloon- 
tsta every cent of this money, so far aa 
the second party is concerned, would a 
thousand times better have been thrown 
into the ocean. It not only does no 
good, but brutalizes and disqualifies 
the consumerfrto be good citizens. It 
makes husbands bad. cross and ugly to 
their wives and children. It brings 
in Its train and as a sequence poverty 
and dime. It brings the consumers to 
the almshouse, lunatic asylums, to jail, 
penitentiary, to steal, to murder, to 
tbe gallows and finally to tbe drunk- 
ard's grave, which according to Holy 
writ, will doom htm to perdition. 

The money spent in saloons in dol- 
lars and cents is only a' small fraction 
of the real loes to the family and com- 
munity. Time, wealth, strength and 
character are wasted and destroyed. 
The patrons of saloons become rowdiee 
and loafers unlit for decent society. 
N i lie out of ten of all the ugly crimes, 
such as fighting and murders come 
from patronizing tbe saloon. 

The greatest expense resulting from 
these drinking places, to tbe com- 
munity and the family is first, the loss 
of time, the habituates of saloons are 
always loafers neither inclined, willing 
or indeed able to do an honest day's 
work. They will resort to gambling or 
any other vice to get money to supply 
the cravings of an insatiable and un- 
natural appetite, whilst tbe old dved- 
In-the wool topers end those that wlsb 
to become such can and do get whiskey. 
Since our saloons are closed, they can 
send to other places outside tbe county 
and bave whiskey brought to them. 
They can buy from the distillers, and 
from ttiose^hat hold a distiller's license. 
It is bard to get ahead of tbe devil. 

Since our saloous are closed it li said 
that our wholesale dealers are having 
u I, iinii, but when we take into consid- 
eration that they now only sell by the 
gallon or jug, where before they did 
the same and then sold by the barrel to 
the hotel saloons, we believe that not 
one-third as much whiskey la sold as 
under the old regime. At any rate we 
do not see one drunken person now 
where we seen twenty when tbe sa 
loons were open. Our saloon patrons 
such as bad been in the habit of taking 
from live to ten drinks a day, moderate 
drlnhtrt are lamenting more and talk- 
ing uglier and more unreasonable than 
do our saloon ists. Some of these rum 
suckers, who although having families, 
wives and children spent the greater 
part of their time around and In tbe 
saloon part of these to-oalletl Aoutet for 
entertaining iht trawling public whilst 
their wives and children were In want 
for the necessaries of life. 

Whilst the saloonists their patrons 
and their lawyers try to make us be- 
lieve that a license Is necessary to run, 
or to engage in tbe hotel business, a 
house of entertainment, a home for tbe 
stranger, every body knows that there 
ia not a word of truth In this, all bosh. 
There never was a license asked for by 
any of these saloon gentry to run or en- 
gage in tbe hotel business, and hotels 
nave no more right to ask for a saloon 
license than any other bust note man. 
Personally we have nothing but the 


feelings and best wishes for 
our hotel keepers and for their faro files. 
Bat when f bey and their friends Inalst 
that a whiskey saloon mint be attach- 
ed to their hotel, to be licensed to 
make paupers and beggars of our 
friends and felloweltiiens, we claim 
It our Christian duty, our inalienable 
God-given right to object and protest 
against such an abominable thing. 
Saloons benefit no one excepting those 
engaged in tbe liquor traffic. Bnt on 
the contrary the; are the greatest 
curse of the age. Jfot one good vxrrd 
con truthfully be totd in favor ot saloons. 
What license hotels to run a saloon Y 
To sell that which makes people mad. 
crazy, worse than brutes. 

In the last few jears we buried no 
teas than half a doren of our citizens 
who were habitual drunkards. We 
have twice that number today that so 
far as their families and the community 
are concerned, it were better If they 
were buried out of sight ; and for them- 
selves, unless they reform, It were bet- 
ter If they could be buried deep enough 
to be beyond the hops of resurrection. 
Where their women are not able or 
strong enough to support tbe family, 
the children and wife are paupers. They 
have to beg, steal or starve, whilst 
their able bodied men, husbands, for- 
sooth, spend every thing they osn get 
in tbe saloons. Then when full, drunk , 
crazv, they are kicked out and driven 
away from the saloon, sent home to 
their wretched family, to curse and 
abuse wife and children, to sleep off the 
drunken stupor. 

Whilst we do out oppose the right of 
petition, even for so bid a thing, as for 
License to sell whiskey, when we pe- 
tition or ffemoiutrate. the saloonists and 
their friends and patrons whimper, and 
urge the nonsensical plea, that we are 
taking away their liberty. 

Suppose some one would apply for a 
license to introduce amongst the peo- 
ple Leprosy, Yellow Fever, Cholera, or 
Small Fox, to rob and to kill people. 
The saloonists and all their friends 
would rise up with horror, and every 
last one of them would sign a remon- 
strance. Saloons are an unmitigated, 
abominable evil, for which not one good 
or favorable word can be said. Whilst 
Cholera and the other diseases named, 
may kill the body, saloons destroy soul 
and body. 

Tbe evil effects of sa loo ob are so num- 
erous and notorious that unless we 
close our eyes and ears to all the better 
Instincts of our natures and to the 
welt-being of humanity, one cannot 
help to see, hear and feel the sad results. 
Saloons are preparatory schools of 
vice, wickedness and destruction for 
our boys and rising generation. 

If none but tbe old topers, — ragged. 
broken down physical and moral wrecks ' 
character lees, blear-eyed drunkards 
would petronir-e tbe saloons and still- 
houses, they would soon dry up, die out. 
but in our town, and I presume it is 
the same everywhere, where saloous 
flourish,— they are patronized and sup- 
ported by the would-be respectable 
drinkers, tucderaie dri titers . 1 say it 
with shame faced n ess, members of 
churches. 

We have in our town nine organized 
churches, different denominations, and 
each congregation furnishes some that 
are not ashamed, in open day iiijlit, lo 
walk i ii tn a saloon and take a drink, or 
to sigh for license. One of our church, 
es claims to be a temperance church. 
They have one In adjoining township, 
whilst they claim to be a temperance 
people and are so in name, but not in 
fact, when one of their Bishops whs so- 
licited by our ladles, to sign a remon- 
strance, refused, egotistically asserting 
that they had no use for such things, 
they take no part with the world, "odd 
from the world," yet on one of tbe peti- 
tions for saloon Lice nse we can count 
between twenty-flvd and thirty names 
that are members of the church, to 
which the Bishop belongs. 

Saloous have a Spontaneous, Genera- 
tive, re productive power. They are 
continually educating and recruiting, 
—equal to foul water or cesspools for 
breeding skippers and knels, so when 
one of their debauches goes Into tbe 
gutter, alms-bouse, jail or grave, ten 
others are waiting and willing to take 
their places,— indeed they can hardly 
wait until the poor, old topers are bur- 
led, to step into their shoes, take their 
places at the bar, on the saloon steps, 
commence to wear ttie same clothing, 
look and act precisely like their prede- 
cessors. Their family, wife and chil- 
dren,— poor souls,— to nave to don the 
drunkards uniform rags, heating the 
sad, care-worn, forsaken look of the 
drunkards wife and children. Father, 
mother, brothers and if iters are down- 
cast, disgraced and disconsolate, sad- 
ly, silently wearing tbe Irrepressible 
marks of a skeleton in tbe closet, ten- 
rosy on one of Its members, miserable , 


Ignominious, death staring them in the 
faee. Delirium Tremens, suicide, 
murder and tbe galtowa are tbe com. 
mon sequel. 

Saloonists snd parties engaged tn the 
liquor traffic frequently become so In- 
fatuated and lm bra ted that if you re. 
monatrete against their nefarious bus- 
iness, you do It at the peril of jour life, 
property and character, of which we 
have numerous Instances in the last 
year. 

Yet, we may not shirk onr duty. 
Tbe cry of the drunkards family, of the 
widow and the brphan appeal to beav 
en. To every lover of home, wife and 
children, for Salvation from this cry- 
ing evil.

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The Centre of the Union. 

It hardly seems credible at tbe 
first thought, bnt the village of 
Attoo, Alaska, makes Ban 
Francisco practically the baltway 
town as we go from Calais, 
Maine, to our westernmost set- 
tlement. It is really bnt slight- 
ly short of being just midway, 
since Attoo stands i Itnost three 
thousand miles west of the Gol- 
den Gate. 

Tbe distance in statute miles 
between San Francisco and a 
point due south ot Attoo, meas- 
ured on the parallel of San Fran- 
cisco, is 2,943. 1 miles. 

The distance east from Attoo 
of a point due north ot San 
Francisco, measured on the par- 
allel of Attoo, is 2,214.5 miles. 
A strict geographical centre of 
the American Union is that 
point at sea forty miles off the 
month of the Columbia River on 
ths coast of Oregon.
